"It will bo nothing much to ho surpris- 
ed at if Mr. Elliott's connection with the 
offer of §1,000 cannot bo ubsolutoly 
proved." 

The above ia taken from an artiole bear- 
ing the'impres8'of-Mr. Wnlkem's handi- 
craft and appearingiu the organ of the 
obatraotionists.-^ At last-Mr. -Wnlkeru is 
preparod to admit that; it, ■will bo very dif 
fioult — nay, impossible— to attach culpa- 
bility to Mr. Elliott in, connection with 
the allegations made by tho members for 
Kootenay. That's just what's tho nmttor. 
Of course it is diflicult— under ordinary 
ciroumstancos it is nest to impossible to 
provo an innocent man guilty. A con- 
spiracy or a combination of unscrupulous 
men may for a timo o'ershadow tho char- 
acter of an honorable goutleman, but as- 
persions of so malignant a 'character as 
those leveled by Mr. "Walkem and his 
fawning followers generally recoil with 
double force on thoso from whom thoy 
emanate. This will prove in tho near fu- 
ture to be the oaso 'with the chargea of 
corruption mado against Mr. Elliott. 
The labors of tho Commission being over 
we predict that the ignominy of corrupt 
practices will fall on tho shouldora of tho 
Opposition, not on thoso of the Govern- 
ment. Mr. Walkem kuew at tho time ho 
so loudly denouncod Mr. Elliott that 
there was no truth iu tho assertions mado 
by Mr. Gallagher or he would bavo surely 
appeared before tho Commission to provo 
thorn. The Opposition aro responsible 
for the expense tho country will bo put 
to on account of tho Commission, for had 
they never made the charges an enquiry 
into their veracity could not have been 
demanded. But worse than this— know- 
ing that no guilt could bo attached to Mr. 
Elliott or any member of tho Government, 
even before this Commission was appoint 
ed — they nevertheless insisted on the on 
quiry being bold as a matter of exx)odi 
ency to give their utterances a semblance 
of truth and honeBty. Whon thoy saw" 
that the Government would not recede) 
from their position thoy realized their 
predicament, knowing full well that the 
Oommision instead of proving the guilt of 
the Govomment would exposo tho Opposi- 
tion to tho public in their true light aud 
disclose the conspiracy organized by a 
combination of unscrupulous men. Tho 
very weapon with which they have sought 
to intimidato the Government will deal 
the deathblow to those who first flourish- 
ed it with so much bombast aud hypoo- 
risy.

TAME. 

The meeting last evening was a tamo 
affair. Mr.Elliott and Dr. Trimble having 
made other arrangemonts for meeting 
their constituents, wore not present; and 
Mr. Boaven and His Worship had tho 
stage to themselves for an hour and a 
half, during which time Mr. Beavon de- 
livered a long and dreary harangue on 
what ho was pleased to term the political 
issues of the day. Ho reviewed tho Gov- 
ernmental polioy and took strong grounds 
in favor of retrenchment; but left the 
stand without having explained why ho 
did not himself retrench whilo in offico, 
nor did ho state his viows on the Chinese 
problem. Mr. "Walkem was called to the 
front and made a few stereotyped re 
marks; and then ex-Mayor Drummond 
who thinks he ought to go to Parliament 
moved a resolution which Councillor 
Williams, after somo hesitation, secondod, 
and was carried. It is worthy of re- 
mark that, with the exception of tho 
Mayor,' not a single person of : influence 
made his appearance on the stand, and 
the reading of a note from Dr. Hohncken 
announcing, himself a supporter of the 
Elliott Government evoked a round of 
applause. No enthusiasm was manifested 
by tho audience and tho impression thnt 
tho meeting had proved a failure wnsvory 
general. 

The Wellington'-and Nanaimo Meet- 
ings.

; ' • Nanaimo, April 18, 1878.: 

" Editor Colonist:— I write 'you . this 
hurried report to lot you know in caso 
you may havo missed him from the Capi- 
tal that Mr. Walkem, the lender of the 
late opposition, evidently thinking to steal 
a march upon Mr. Elliott, has been in onr 
midst for a few days. The party (a small 
one.iu Nanaimo) which appears to ap- 
plaud'AU obstructive) policy with regard 
to tho progross of tho country, was, of 
course, duly, aj^riswd of his intended viuit, 
and it was a notioeublo feature in. tho re 
ception of the " conquering hero " that 
the Nanaimo band paraded to welcome 
tho man under whose administration Na- 
naimo had just cause to complain bitterly. 
The reception, however, was coulined to a 
fow members of the hand and a few of 
Mr. Walkom's personal friends, and really 
must havo appeared an unmitigated fail- 
ure to tho hon. gentleman. On the fol- 
lowing day (Wednesday), placards wore 
posted from Departuro Bay as far as Wel- 
lington, announcing a meeting to bo hold 
by him at tho Wellington schoolhouso at 
eight o'clock the' earno 'evening.-- :iTho 
meeting was called to order at 9 ■ p.- m., 
Mr. Georgo Thomson iu the chair.. 

Mr. Walkem, after a fow desultory re- 
marks, ventured to talk about his connec- 
tion with tho recent striko at Wellington, 
and stated that he had advised the miners 
to abide by tho law; ho also road one letter 
which he had written to the Committee of 
miners, advising thorn toactin accordance 
iwith the law, and to give up thoir housos 
after a month's warning hud been given 
by the company. 

At this stage of tho proceedings Mr. B. 
Dunsmuir rose and asked Mr. Walkem if 
he would not bo kind enough to road tho 
contents of the other two letters which, as 
the legal adviser of tho minors, ho had 
subsequently written. , . 

Mr. Walkem replied that he was not in 
possession of them, so that ho could not 
read them to the meeting, whereupon Mr. 
Dunsmuir publicly oft'erod a roward ; of 
$500 to any person who would presont tho 
original or even copies of said two letters 
to him. 

Mr.- Walkem, whoso manner had boon 
decidedly bumptious at first, seemed to 
let in water at tho mention of the two other 
Utters, and with his usual "suaviter in 
modo," entirely changed the conversation 
and attacked) Mr. Gordon, the.memberfor 
the District, for the manner in which* ho 
had consistently voted against "Her Ma- 
jesty's Loyal Opposition.',' In this, way 
he talked for about two hoars, without 
any effect, however, as the oily little ap- 



plause his long speech elicited emanated 
from the foot and bauds of thoHO who had 
oscorted him from Nanaimo. 

One noticeable feature of Mr. Walkom's 
speeoh, and which ho repeated the follow- 
ing evening at Nanaimo, is, I think, much 
to ho rogrotted for his own reputation's 
sake; ho having in both placos distinctly 
stated that Mr. Elliott had been found 
guilty of corrupt practices in reference to 
tho oharge of endeavoring to bribo 
a member for Kootonay, so that he 
might bo induced to resign his seat. As 
the charge is under tho consideration of 
all tho judges in tho land and will not bo 
pronounced upon for somo time, it was 
considered by a groat number of people 
that Mr. Walkem, not only as a pohtioian 
but as a lawyer, hud made a grievous miu- 
tako; an error which ho with his natural 
aHd acquired talent should not havo al- 
lowed himself to fall into: to pro judge a 
caso which bus been reforrod to his super- 
iors to decide. 

Mr. D.W. Gordon replied to tho asper- 
sions oast upon the Elliott Govornmont 
and himself, and from tho congratulations 
ho received it was evident that Mr. Wal 
kern's electioneering breath had boon 
spent without purpose On Thursday 
ovoning Mr. Wulkom held a meeting in tho 
literary institute at Nanaimo and favorod 
tho pooplu with an almost exact resume of 
the former night's proceedings at Wel- 
lington. Ho mentioued, in addition, the 
cost of Dr. Tolmio's land at Esquimalt, 
but ho did not refer to the prico he had 
paid for drydock comeut. 

Tho local member, Mr. Gordou, replied 
in a practical aud very forcible speoch 
which was liatonod to with great attention 
and frequent bursts of applauso, aud the 
impression is forced upon ono that if Mr. 
Walkem has no more success iu o.thar 
parts of tho Province than he hay attained 
iu Nanaimo it would bo wiser polioy upon 
his part to accept quiotly the goods tho 
gods givo, aud save his breath to cool his 
porridge.

oxamiuaticu of teachers last June I re- 
ceived uot tho slightest credit for my ac 
quaiutanco with those branches of seionco 
although papors testifying "that I had 
studied them at various times" were 
tho keeping of either tho Superintendent 
of Schools or the Board of Education 
Tho subjects aro as follows: — 1, Botany 
2, Natural History; 3, Mental Philosophy 
4, Normal Training; 5, Rhetorics; G, Singl 
Eulry Book-keeping; 7, Latin; 8, Greek 
9, German; 10, French; 11, Instrumental 
Music; 12, Higher Mathematics, inoluding 
Analytics; 13, Theology,. &o. 

Now, sir, I ask in mil honesty, can 
second grade, or oven a first grade B. 
certificate represent on its face my attain 
inenls, and do tho same certificates ropro 
sent the qualifications of an Oxford or 
Cambridge graduato? Keod over tk 
subjects on tho common school oertifi 
cates, and tho answer must ho, certainly 
not; therefore if not, why not? And why 
not issue "special certificates" or ednca 
tionnl diplomas as is the caso in California 
and elsowhoro ? No injury can possibly 
ho dono in this progressive ago by giving 
upon a creditable examination and after 
service a third class teacher from any 
part of tho British possessions a second 
class 11. C. certificate, for tho policy has 
already hoen pursued, oven in this I'rov 
inoe, with commendable results; neither 
can it bo injurious to allow under the 
same conditions a fiifsf-clnss Americau 
teacher something above a first-class B 
C. certificate, cert.inly at least a first- 
class A. If, for inslanco.a first-olass Am- 
erican teacher receive a second class B 
C. certificate, and a third class teacher 
from Canada, or olaowheru outside tho 
Uuited Slates of Amorica, receive a seo 
ond class B. C. certificate, thon.it is svi- 
dont that n first class American teacher 
equals a third chiss Canadian or B. C 
teacher. This is tho point, sir, and a very 
serious one, too, for consideration.

Worship the Mayor, was hGld at Philhar- 
monic Hall last evening to afford tlio rep- 
resentatives for tho city an opportunity to 
address the publio on tho political issues 
of tho day. 

HiB Worship the Mayor having read 
tho requisition foriho meeting, signod by 
62 persons, said that he rogrettod there 
had been some misunderstanding with 
regard to tho mooting. Homo of tlio rep- 
resentatives for tho city hud -written let- 
ters declining to bp present. Ho had re- 
ceived one from Hon. Mr. Elliott to the 
effoot "that it had boon his oxpreaaort de- 
termination for booio days past to call a 
mooting of his constituents at tho proper 
timo. This and other considerations in- 
duced him to declino most respectfully to 
attend this evening." 

His Worship also read a communica- 
tion from Mr. J. W. Douglas stating his 
inability to attond; also, a letter from Dr. 
Helmoken, statiog that ho regretted ho 
could not attend and informiug His Wor- 
ship that although he is not a candidate 
for the city or any other district ho would 
in the future as hitherto giee his humble 
support to the Elliott Gotcrtn'mnt. 

His Worship said that as Mr. Beavou 
appaarod to be tho only representative lor 
the city prosent he would ask thnt goutlo- 
man to address tho meeting. 

Mr. JJea'ven, who was roceived with aonib 
applause, said that ho regretted his col- 
leaguos had declined to attend. Ho did 
not intend to address the mooting on every 
isauo of tho day nor explain his votes on 
all occasions sinoo his last election. With 
reference, however, to tho Constitution 
Amendment Bill, ho would state ho and 
tho Opposition took tho ground that 
■whilst a redistribution of seats was desira- 
ble it was necessary to effect this that tho 
existing number of members should not be 
increa od. Ho bold that 25 representa- 
tives were quite sufficient for a population 
of 10,000(1) and regretted that tho Gov- 
ernment had thought lit to voto down tho 
proposition to submit tho measure to the 
people for thoir ratification and tho 
resolution to revise the measure so 
as : to provido fullor representation 
for .Nanaimo and Cassiar without incros- 
ing the total number of . members, He 
contondod that the Government raeasuro 
had not boon framed on any intelligiblo 
basis. It was found that noithcr ravonue 
nor interests formed tho basis. Ho nc- 
onsed tho Government of attempting tq 
carry tho bill through the Houso by 
means of thoir mechanical majority. Tho 
additional machinery for carrying on tho 
eleotions added to tho incrousod total of 
indemnity would make the cost of legisla- 
tion roach tho sum of nearly $25,0(10, in- 
stead of some 810,000, as under tho ex- 
isting ordor of things. Ho, for out>, sub- 
mitted that in view of tho necesaity for 
strict economy an iuoieaflo of members 
■was most-undesirable. -With roforence to 
tho financial conditiou of the country he 
submitted that bonds had been issued and 
woro held to .tho amount of $SOQ,000 and 
it would bo fouud on examination that 
tho Elliott, Govornmont, not tho Walkem 
Government,, woro responsible for the 
inorease of the publio dobt ovor half 
a million of dollars. Ho contended 
that- the Elliott Governmont had obtained 
office under a ;cry. of- retrenchment in 
spite of this startling . fact,, and asserted 
that tho Walkem Government had novor 
exceeded thoir roveuuo moro than some 
8200,000 por year until thoy first guinod 
the sanction of tho people to obtain uiouey 
from Canada. The Elliott Government 
1 succeeded to office. The now Premier 
stated whilst a private momber of tho 
House that he was opposed to borrowing 
monoy from Canada; but ono of the first 
acts of his Government was to apply t« 
Mr. Mackensio for tho sum of $500,000. 
It was claimed by tho Elliott Govern- 
ment that they had been compelled to ask 
for this money to pay off tlio indebtodnoss 
inourred by their predecessors; bnt this 
was false and tho public accounts would 
show it. He next wont on to condemn 
tho system of taxation inaugurated by tho 
prosent Government. With reforenco to 
the Provincial loan he did not oonsider it 
had hoen advantageously floated. For 
ought ho knew Mr. Boscowitz might bo in 
London and havo had a hand in mani- 
pulating the loan. He then oondomned 
the Government for neglecting to make 
provision for debentures falling duo this 
year and prpceeded to criticize the 
ipapner in which the public works of tho 
cpuntiy havo boon prosecuted. The Gov- 
■' ernmont, ho also asserted, had increased 
•the aalarios of officials somo #15., 000. This 
required change. It was also necessary 
that tho salaries and a number of officials 
1 should bo considerably reduced. I It was 
higbjy necessary that salarios should bo 
reduped. Ho claimed credit for tho Wal- 
kem Government for tho existing publio 
school aystom. ..The Elliott Government 
had in fact mado not ono useful" expendi- 
ture, thoir sole object, being to retain 
office by making useless appointments. He 
quoted as'ah instance that the Premior 
bad sent to California for a constable for 
1 Kootenay— Mr: G. A. Kelly— at a oost of 
$1400. Ho condemned' tho Government 
for allowing so many officials tip bo absent 
from tho Province.. Alluding to. the no- 
onsationB mado against Mr. Booth, Gold 
Commissioner at Kootenay, ho fol t that 



and, Drydopkho submitted,.that the Gov- 
ernmont had shoSvh" great inability, la 
conclusion, hp folt assured that the voice 
of the couhhy would' be deciaotlly against 
the present Qovornmont and their policy.

Douglas being progont Hi* Worship said 
he thought the meeting should properly 
coma to a oloso. 

There were loud cries for Trimble! El- 
liott! and Walkem! Tho latter gentleman 
being present addressod the mooting. 

Mr. Walkem assertod that he hod ro- 
ceived a very hearty reception at Nanai- 
mo and felt hopeful of victory for tho 
Opposition thoro. He regretted tho ab- 
sence of tho Premior and Mossrs. Trimblo 
and Douglas. . Ho then briefly roviowed 
tho financial policy of tho Walkem Gov- 
ernment and condornued tho Canadian 
Governmont for refusing to carry out their 
agreement to hand over moneys really 
bolonging to tho Provinco. He then ac- 
cused tho Govornmont of showing fear by 
their absonco 'from the moetiug and held 
it was thoir duly to have been present. 
He spoko loudly in favor of retrouohmont 
and said that a total reorganization of the 
civil service must immodiatoly bo offectod. 
Ho was in favor of cutting down offioial 
solarios from tho top of the tree to tho 
bottom. Ho did not know that so costly 
a palace as Government Houso was neces 
sary. It would also ho found that law 
reform was very necessary. With rofor- 
enco to tho sohoolsystom ho regretted tho 
Governmont had made an attempt to 
abolish the existing High School. He 
aikod tho audienco to support tho Opposi- 
tion if thoy belibved them to bo right and 
to discard thorn if wrong. 

Tho Mayor said ho hoped that on 
futuro occasions tho electors signing a 
requisition for a mooting would seo that 
tho representatives they desired to hear 
express their opinions would actually bo 
present. It would bo well, too, if in 
future thoy would provido a hall for the 
meeting, as tho Mayor had no oity hall at 
his disposal. 

Mr. Drummond said ho thought the 
city had beon wrongod by tho Elliott Gov- 
ernment inasmuch as tho municipality 
was not allowed tho nso of the full 
amount of revonuo colloctod within its 
limits.

BosolYod— That this meeting is of 
opinion that tho dual system of taxation 
in municipalities which tax thomsolves 
for local improvomonta should be discon- 
tinued; that the annual Government ex- 
penditure should not exceed the revenue; 
that the public works should bo ns far 
ns practicable carried out by contract; 
that the Carnarvon Railway terms should 
be adhered to; that whilit concurring in 
such a redistribution of seats in tho Leg- 
islative Asiombly as will tnoet tho repre- 
sentative wants of Nanaimo and Cassiar 
we do not approvo of adding eight mem- 
bers to tho Legislature. 

The Mayor said ho scarooly felt justified 
in putting tho resolution as it was not 
within the limits of tho purpose for which 
the meeting had beon callod. 

Mr. Drummond insisted that inasmuch 
as tho Chairman had road a letter from a 
gontleman who was not a caudidato for 
tho legislature it was fair that tho resolu- 
tion should bo put. 

The Mayor said if tho meeting desired 
it no would put the resolution if it was 
soconded. 

The resolution was seconded by Coun. 
AVilliauiB and carried. 

GrioB .followed for Humphreys, Bob 
Smith, and others; but as thoy were not 
responded to, a voto of thankB to His 
Worship was passed «ud tho mooting dis- 
persed.
